Much of the p resent p rosp erity of Dix 
on is doubtless due to the establishment 
in our midst some twelve years ago, of the 
Northern Illinois Normal School under the 
sup ervision of Messrs. Flint A Ddle, ami 
through whose sk illful business manage 
m eat the school has gradually grown from 
a small beginning to a school with a reg 
ular scholarship of over a thousand p u­ 
p ils. 
The am ount of business this insti 
tution has added to our city is hntuenae, 
aud a direct benefit to our business men. 
It is very certain, too, that through the 
imp etus ti us given to our city at the time 
of the establishm ent of this »« ho •!, ai d 
the subsequent enormous amount of ad 
vertislng by the management scattered 
throughout tho country, other enterp rises 
have been attracted to Dix on, which has 
thereby 
made 
an 
almost p heuommal 
growth. W hen therefore, some two week s 
ago, it was rumored that flattering offers 
had been ex tended for the removal of lhe 
school from our city, it was not surp rising 
that a com iderable stir was awak ened in 
many circles. 
Numerous meetings of the 
trustees of the Dix on Business Men’s As 
sociation have been held aud conferences 
had with trie managers of the school, the 
details of which it is unnecessary to enter 
into at the p resent time. The lust meeting 
of the trustees was h* Id this afternoon 
resulting in the ap |*ointmeut of a meeting 
of all the members of the association foi 
tomorrow 
evening, 
for re organization 
and to tak e definite action on a p rop osi­ 
tion substantially, as hereafter staled 
It will lie remembered that when the 
Northern Illinois Normal School 
whs lo­ 
cated here, it was in resp onse to an agree 
merit by our p eop le to subscribe $25,000, 
to lie tak en in scholarship s andotherw ise, 
aud to be p aid on the fulfillment of cer­ 
tain conditions by the p rojectors of the 
school. These conditions, as to buildings, 
number of p up ils, etc , were more than 
met by the m anagement within the sp eei 
lied time; but the full am ount of money 
subscribed was never raised by our cilt 
sens, nor demanded by Messrs. Flint A 
Oi lie. 
The material success of the iusti 
tution has far ex ceeded the ex p ectation 
of our p eop le in its earlier stages, from 
which they, as well as the p rop rietors, 
nave reap ed much benefit. 
Under the 
circumstances, while there i» p erhap s no 
legal obligation <m our p eop le to redeem 
the p ledges made through their aulhoi 
¡zed agents, there is certainly a moral 
obligation which all will readily recognize. 
Of the $25,000 p romised, $5,000 was nevet 
p aid.
